Acres Are Cut. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The .Presi- 


dent has signed a 'proclamation eliminat- 
ing 107 acres from the Lassen National 
Forest, California, , and 
adding 38,T<J* 


acres. 
These, changes are the result of 


a careful fleld examination made by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture In pursuance' of .a general plan for 
the correction 
of 
all 
National • Forest 


boundaries'. 


The eliminations comprise lands either 


covered-"with brush or so heavily alien- 
ated as to render National Forest admin- 
istration impracticable. 
The additions 


comprise lands found upon examination to 
be covered, with a good stand of timber 
and to 
be 
chiefly valuable for national 


forest^purpo«es. 
The largest^ addition Is 


adjacent to tlft -extreme northeast corner 
of the 'forest,* ,J?st and northwest from 
Slifephead valley and about eight miles 
south of Haydenhlll. 


OLD LASSEN TRAIL. 


An addition also Is made covering the 


area, adjacent to the Deer Creek' mead- 
ows and Soldier meadows In the south 
central part of tho forest and crossed 
from east to west 
by 
the 
old Lassen 


trail. 
Several other additions ore Tiade 


of small areas found upon examination 
to contain sufficient stands of timber to 
warrant Inclusion within the forest.

the Great*,"Western have been closed and 
the final clean up has been in progress 
at both mines. With the passing of these 
Important producers and without notable 
increase. In output of other California

The Regents and FacuHy of the State University 


will have to step lively this winter to get any money 
for their great institution.

sembly Ways and Means Committee is a bucolic 
legislator from El Monte, who has no sympathy for 
the higher education, and he already has uttered a 
war-nolc against the Berkeley institution. 


Of course he doesn't know the university has the 


largest list of undergraduates of any university in the 
nation. Of course he has no pride in that fact, nor any 
appreciation of the needs of so large a number of 
students. All he can see is that there isn't going to 
be enough money to go round, and that the Stetson 
bill restoring the three-cent tax on which the uni- 
verMty has been supported will tend to increase the 
revenue of the neglected and impoverished institu- 
tion. 
He ne\ef thinks that the growth of the uni- 


versity will require an increased revenue or that the 
present income of the institution is pitifully inade- 
quate to its needs. 


so the Regents and Faculty will have to wrestle 


wit i this deep-browed Homer 
from the 
southern 


rural districts in order to g-et anything like consider- 
ation. Their hope, however, js in the Governor—an 
alumnus of the university himself, who knows the 
institution's needs because he has sent his two boys 
the-e to follow in his footsteps.

Walnuts for Bulls 


A friend tells me that several carloads of English 


walnuts raised in California have lately been shipped 
to the City of Mexico to be fed to bulls which 
are 


trained there'for the best bullfights the year round by 
experts. About 150 of the bulls are kept in condition 
all the time by an association that has long been in 
existence .for that purpose. 
As he tells me, it's no 


new thing for these animals to be fed English wal- 
nuts as part of their daily feed. Heretofore these nuts 
have been raised in Spain and shipped to the Mexican 
capital. The consignment from California is by way 
of experiment to see if they will answer the same pur- 
pose 
If so, the shipments will no doubt be repeated. 


It -was through, my friend that this first order for 
nuts for the fighting bulls was placed in this State. 
From the correspondence he has had on the subject, it 
appears that the expert trainers of the bulls through 
long experience are positive that a certain daily al- 
lows nee of this nut food adds to the vitality of the 
animals, thereby increasing their strength and fighting 
proclivities. The kernel of the nut, with other ingre- 
dients, such as oats and corn, is made into a kind of 
mus'i. This testimony of the bull trainers should, it 
wou'd seem, be a hint to prizefighters and the general 
run of athletes in this country when training 
for 


strength and endurance.
